Our Magic Kingdom Christmas Tree 
is now in its place in Town Square on 
Main Street, U.S.A., thanks to the 
work of our Decorating crew, in- 
cluding Dave Minichiello, Don 
Hazen, Mike Faber, Gary Hinds, 
Mike Gould, Jesse Moody, Mike 
Head, and Gene Evers. 

But here's a few facts about our tree 
you've probably wondered about. 

The tree is a 65-foot Douglas Fir 
from the northern California moun- 
tains. After traveling with permits to 
Florida by truck, it took approxi- 
mately three weeks to decorate. 

Decorations included plugging of 
500 branches, spraying with 95 gal- 
lons of green fire retardant and 
flocking with 75 pounds of snow and 
30 pounds of glitter. 

There are over 4,800 lights, 1,200 
candles, and 2,800 ornaments along 
with a three-foot star at the top to 
make our Christmas Tree sparkle for 
our guests. The ornaments are ball, 
bell, and elyptical shapes, with 
gingerbread men and horses, candy 
canes, and a 400-foot popcorn 
garland.

SPACE HEATER USE 
RESTRICTED 


The Emergency Building Tempera- 
ture Restrictions Law, recently 
passed by Congress and signed by 
the President, prohibits the use of 
portable space heaters in offices un- 
less the room temperature drops 
below 65 degrees.
